New thrusts on the western front by the Germans are 


still held in -abeyance. Raiding activity -has become pro- 
nounced but the enemy~app»rently is not fully prepared for 
his next blow. The allied forges are makinjr ready their de- 
fenses and- it is believed the Germans will not delay resump- 
tion of heavy fighting much longer. 


German raids on both the northern arid southern battle- 


fields indicate the enemy is feeling out his adversaries, .who 
realize that the longer the Germans hold off their new at- 
tack the heavier it is likely to be; Southwest of Ypres the 
Germans are massing large bodies of troops on the northern 
leg of the salient probably in preparation for further at- 
tempts to overcome the Mount Kemmel. positions and out- 
flank Ypres. They have- carried out small r>ids in the vi- 
cinity of LaBassee and Festubert, where the southern leg 
of the _sslient joins- the old battle line. In the center the 


. further improved their positions around Ro- 


the Picardy battlefield the Germans show in- 


creased activity north of the Somme to Albert. This is at . 
the Base of the triangle whose apex is the juncture of the 
Somme and Ancre rivers, almost directly east of Amiens. 


It is not improbable that the Germans may attack 


simultaneously the British .lines in Flanders and those di- 
rectly north of the Somme in an effort to wipe out the strong 
Arras position. Field Marshal Haig has held stubbornly to 
the Arras sector for a month and his line south of Albert 
has fought off numerous enemy attacks since the first week 
of the offensive movement South of the Somme the Ger- 
man artillery nre continues strong on the Montdidier-Noyon 
sector. 


Angio-French airmen are harassing the enemy by drop- 


ping many tons of bombs on his military establishments 
behind both battle fronts. In -aerial fighting 37 German 
airplanes have been accounted for by allied aviators. 


The Germans have not repeated their attack on the 


American lines east of St. Mihiel. General Pershing is un- " 
derstood to have reported to Washington that the American 
casualties in Saturday's brisk right exceeded 200 and that 
those of the enemy were between 300 and 400. 


Fighting operations in Macedonia, although eviden'tjy 


not on a large scale, are quite active. British, Serbian-, 
French and Italian troops have been engaged with the en- 
emy on the n-ont between Monastir and Doiran. At Ve- 
trenik the Serbians captured an important, position from 
the Bulgarians and held it against a counter attack. The 
allied artillery has been firing heavily on the enemy posi- 
tions. 


Relations between Holland and Germany are again re- 


ported near the breaking point and the situation is said to 
be looked upon with anxiety in official circles in London. 
Rumors are current in the British capital that Holland has 
been served by Germany with a demand approaching an 
ultimatum. The Dutch press is becoming uneasy regarding 
Germany's attitude toward the smaller country.
